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Plans Laid For 
Palestine Jewish 
Merchant Marine

GENEVA—Plans to develop a 
large Jewish merchant marine in 
the Mediterranean with the Pales- 
tine Jewish port of Tel Aviv as a 
base will be taken up in Geneva 
during the Zionist Congress at a 
special conference called by the 
Palestine Maritime League. The 
plans call for replacement to a cer- 
tain extent of Italian ships which 
have been carrying passengers and 
cargo to Palestine on a large scale 
and which are now being. boycotted 
by Jews. The conference will be 
devoted not only to maritime prob- 
lems but to questions of Jewish 
aviation. 

With Jewish passengers boycot- 
ting Italian steamers and with 
Jewish citrus exporters alone pay- 
ing more than $5,000,000 to foreign 
companies this year for shipping 
fruit abroad, leaders of the Pales- 
tine Maritime League, which is 
supported financially and morally 
by the Jewish Agency, feel that 
there are great possibilities for es- 
tablishment of an efficient Jewish 
merchant marine of adequate size. 

War Possibility Seen 

It is estimated that since the 
World War the Jewish community 
has spent $130,000,000 for trans- 
portation of passengers and goods 
from and to Palestine; most of 
which traffic was carried by Italian 
lines. In recent months alone Pal- 
estine Jews spent $15,000,000 for 
sea transportation. The Jewish 
leaders sponsoring the establish- 
ment of a mercantile marine there- 
fore feel certain of its financial 
success. The possibility of a world 
war which should isolate Palestine 
and produce a food shortage there 
is also being taken into considera- 
tion by those organizing the con- 
ference. During last September’s 
war scare the Jewish community of 
Palestine found itself confronted 
with a grave problem of assuring 
an adequate supply of food and raw 
materials. 

In time of peace ships of twenty- 
seven nations call at Palestine 
ports, but in wartime, leaders of 
the maritime league believe, this 
would not be the case and there 
exists a danger that in time of 
crisis Palestine might not even 
have a small commercial fleet to 
serve the community’s most essen- 
tial requirements. With these 
thoughts in mind, the league was 
founded during the last Zionist 
Congress in 1937 and will bring 
forward at the current Congress 
recommendations for expansion of 
Jewish navigation and aviation in 
Palestine. 

The league already counts 14,000 
members in Palestine. It has a 
small fleet of merchant ships and a 
nautical school in Haifa with 
courses in navigation, mechanics, 
ship-building and wireless teleg- 
raphy. Head of the navigation de- 
partment is a former British naval 
captain and Jewish cadets are now 
undergoing training on British and 
Jewish steamers, the statement de- 
clares. The league also has devel- 
oped coastal shipping in Palestine. 
It is taking a census of Jewish sea- 
men in various countries: It is 
training Jewish aviators in Poland

NEW YORK—Five men were ar- 
rested this week when a “Buy 
Christian” street corner meeting 
organized by the “Christian Mo- 
bilizers” ended in fist-fighting with 
anti-Semitic demonstrators battling 
police who attempted to disperse 
them. A police captain and ser- 
geant were injured in the fighting. 

The trouble began when a drunken 
man began heckling a speaker from 
the outskirts of the crowd of five 
hundred. Partisans of the speaker 
beat the heckler and turned on oth- 
ers who objected to the action. Po- 
lice patroling the meeting then or- 
dered it to disperse because of the 
crowd’s unruliness, but the fighting 
continued for some time. After the 
five were arrested, the five hundred 
attending the meeting staged a 
protest march to the police station, 
holding an impromptu street meet- 
ing which resulted in more fighting 
and another arrest. 

The meeting was one of a series 
being held by the Christian Mo- 
bilizers in the Bronx in an attempt 
to organize a boycott of Jews.

GENEVA — Daniel Frisch of 
Indianapolis has been named a 
member of the influential politi- 
cal committee of the World Zion- 
ist Congress, which opened last 
Wednesday.

GENEVA—Prepared to formu 


late a program of unremitting re- 
sistance to Britain’s Palestine 
policy, the 21st biennial World 
Zionist Congress opened Wednes- 
day night in Geneva’s Municipal 
Theater in the presence of several 
hundred delegates from all parts of 
the world. 

’ The keynote for a fight against 
the British White Paper was sound- 
ed by Dr. Chaim Weizmann, presi- 
dent of the World Zionist Organi- 
zation, whose speech, according to 
advance reports, severely criticized 
the _hite Paper and appealed to 
the civilized world to aid in ameli- 
orating the plight of Jewish refu- 
gees by pressing Britain to open 
Palestine’s doors to extensive Jew- 
ish immigration. 

Meanwhile, the delegates pees; 
ered in Geneva are nervous over 
the growing tension in Europe and 
are beginning to ask whether 
Geneva is the right place for such 
a Congress. They fear that the 
approximately 150 representatives 
from Palestine, more than 100 from 
the United States and several hun- 
dred from other countries would 
be isolated in Switzerland should 
war break out while the Congress 
is in session. 

Needed at Home 

The situation in Palestine would 
then be particularly precarious 
since the Mediterranean, which is 
the route of the Holy Land dele- 
gates, would apparently be closed 
to private navigation, thus leading 
to the danger that the key leaders 
of Palestine’s Jewish community 
would be bottled up in Switzerland 
when they were most needed at 
home. 

Determination to defy Britain’s 
plan for establishment of an inde- 
pendent Palestine state with a one- 
third Jewish minority was express- 
ed by Palestine delegates. Leading 
members of the Palestine delega- 
tion which represents all sections 
of the Jewish homeland except the 
Revisionists, declared it was con- 
sidered in Palestine that the British 
policy must fail of achievement in 
view of the opposition to it being 
organized by Holy Land Jewry. 
Confidence was expressed that im- 
migration and land-buying would 
continue despite British attempts 
to check these forms of growth 
of the Jewish homeland.

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Chemical Society 
To Hear Exiles’ Aid 
To U.S. Science

NEW YORK — Refugees from 


Nazi persecution have made not- 
able contributions to scientific de- 
velopment in the United States, the 
American Chemical Society was in- 
formed in a report by Dr. Charles 
A. Browne of the United States 
Bureau of Chemistry and Soils. 
The report, prepared for submis- 
sion to the society’s 98th meeting 
in Boston next month, draws a par- 
allel between the modern flight of 
refugee scientists to this country 
and that which occurred in the 19th 
century. 

“The influence of political dis- 
turbances on the exodus of chem- 
ists from Europe to the United 
States,” Dr. Browne writes, “eon- 
stitutes on important chapter in 


‘the history of chemistry in Amer- 


ica. The list of European chem- 
ists who have been thus expatria- 
ted is a long one and the stories 
of their adventurous careers are 
filled with romantie interest.

The Editor’s Chair: 

If a scientific survey were to be 
made of the young Jewish girls of 
Indianapolis, it is almost certain 
that the results would show that 
something is wrong with our maid- 
ens. But we don’t need a survey or 
scientists to prove the point. We 
know that something is wrong with 
these young persons of the female 
sex of the Jewish religion in our 
city. 

Several years ago a group of the 
more eligible young men decided 
to form a bachelors’ club.

Two years may be just a couple 
of summers and winters to a 
youngster, but to those young men 
whose scalps are becoming as bare 
as a Nazi’s dinner table, two years 
make the difference between a 
young man and an “a. k.” 

And truth to tell, just look about 
you. See how many eligible young 
men there are running loose in In- 
dianapolis. It seems to me that my 
thesis is proved. Something must 
be wrong with our young maidens. 

Maybe what we need is a shad- 
chun. We could import one for 
about six months, and then after 
he had cleaned up the situation, we 
could send him on his way to 
greener pastures. 

Seriously, it really is a shame. 
As long as a young man is unmar- 
ried he cannot in reality assume 
his proper position in the commu- 
nity. He is just as likely to attend 
a meeting, as he is to be dating his 
girl friend, and what is that for 
dependability. But married, that is 
different. If a meeting is being 
held, he attends, because that is 
practically the only way he can get 
out of the house without his wife. 
Or if he has a baby, a mecting is 
a godsend, because it offers him a 
few hours of comparative quiet, 
with only the more pyrotechnic 
speeches of other members to dis- 
turb him. a 

Tt wouldn’t be so bad, if next 
year we could write another 
“chair” and say that this one or 
that one has become engaged, andi 
this one is comfortably married. 
But it won’t be so. Our young 
bachelors are bachelors with a ven- 
geance.

Hillel at Indiana Indispensable 


ILLEL at Indiana U. begins with the opening 
of the coming school term its second year. 

In the short space of twelve months, Hillel has 
earned a high place in the structure of State 
Jewish organizations. 

At Bloomington as at other large institutions, 
it was the problem of the coming Jewish leaders 
that had called into being the first foundation at 
the University of Illinois, and then later at ten 
other institutions of learning. Any student at 
our higher institutions of learning of pre-Hillel 
days knew that what should have been the flower 
of Jewish youth often became estranged from 
Jewish life because in four of their most forma- 
tive years they were far removed from practic- 
ally all Jewish contact. 

It is reassuring to Jewish parents of Indiana 


to know that our State University has a Hillel 
Foundation. Until the Foundation was organized 
at Bloomington, Indianians were no more familiar 
with its work than the news which appeared in 
the Anglo-Jewish press or what they heard from 
Champaign, IIl., or Columbus, Ohio. 

But one short year has changed all that. Under 
the benign leadership of Rabbi Martin Perley, 
the Indiana Hillel has won the affection and 
regard of Indiana Jewry. Like a railroad station, 
the Hillel House at Bloomington is a thriving, 
busy, leaving and arriving station. More activi- 
ties go one in Hillel in one week than most Jewish 
organizatons can show in a full year. 

And most significant of all is the fact that all 
Jewish students on the campus have been eager 
and willing participants in Hillel activity. 


Sympathy for Presidents, Workers

xutstadt Letter to Guild Strikers Removes 
Lodge From Strikebreaker List—At the conclu- 
sion of the Ludwig articles, the Hearstlings con- 
tracted for a series on “I Escaped from a Nazi 
Camp.” In connection with the latter articles, 
the Hearst management prevailed on the Anti- 
Defamation League, subsidiary of B’nai B’rith, to 
circularize its membership in Chicago urging 
them to purchase copies of the struck paper and 
read the series. 

Under date of August 7, such a letter was sent 
out over the signature of Richard E. Gutstadt, 
director. The letter brought a storm of protest 
from rank and file and leaders of B’nai B’rith in 
Chicago and from Jewish and Christian leaders 
throughout the city. Angry protests are still 
pouring in. 

Following a Guild conference with Mr. Gutstadt, 
he wrote this letter to the Guild strikers: 

“My record with organized labor is well known. 
Having been away from Chicago for over a month 
and upon my return not having had my atten- 
tion called to the continuance of the Guild strike 
against the Hearst newspapers, I had no idea 
that the men were still out. 

“Had I realized that that was the situation, I 
doubt whether I would have begn interested in 
the articles ‘I Escaped from a Nazi Camp,’ run- 
ning serially in the Evening American, which we 
exploited, regardless of what values are imputed 
to those articles.” 

Mr. Gutstadt has also directed a letter to all 
lodges and auxiliaries of the order which will be 
read at future meetings, pointing out that the 
original letter was sent without knowledge of the 
strike and that the B’nai B’rith was in no sense 
knowingly acting as a strikebreaker for Hearst.

Dr. Asher Isaacs Asks “But if There Isn’t,” 
In Reply to an Editorial Statement That Roose- 
velt has Jewish Blood—tTypical of the logic em- 
ployed by agitators is this portion of a vicious 
editorial appearing in the Catholic Union and 
Times: “It is said that there is Jewish blood in 
the Roosevelt family. If this be true, several 
things in connection with the family are easily 
apprehended. On the supposition that the blood 
of Israel runs in the Roosevelt veins we can 
easily understand the Roosevelt sympathy for 
Jews and Communists. We can understand, too, 
why it is that there are so many Jewish office- 
holders and other employees in Washington. We 
can also comprehend the significance of the strong 
antagonism of the President to Nazi Germany and 
his persistent efforts to align this country with 
England and France in a possible war against 
the protagonists of totalitarianism. And finally 
we can see in it the reason for Elliott Roosevelt’s 
bitter tirade against Father Coughlin.” The edi- 





tor starts with a lie and draws the conclusions 
he wants. What if the Roosevelt family does 
not have Jewish blood? The editor ignores this 
truth because it would defeat his purpose. ‘Since 
he explains Roosevelt’s championship of decency 
on Jewish blood of which he (the editor) disap- 
proves, he indicates that he approves of the Nazis 
and all they represent. This shows him to be 
badly misinformed and in need of a blood trans- 
fusion—of Jewish blood—to take care of a sick 
soul, * = & 

Pittsburgh Priest Asks Catholics to Disavow 
Hatred—Let me talk, for a moment, just to you 
Catholics who may be listening. When we bore 
the brunt of intolerance, our Jewish brothers 
stood shoulder to shoulder with us, joined by 
hosts of Protestants. We had won the respect 
of all thinking people by our own tolerance and 
broadness. Tollerance, of course, concerning 
people, not error. 

Let us prove that those who trusted us were 
not wrong. We must not be false to them. More 
important we must not be false to ourselves. 
I ask you for a moment to analyze your feeling 
toward the Jew. If as the result of propaganda, 
you are against him, Reflect! Is there anything 
of hatred in your attitude? If there is, you are 
committing mortal sin, whether you realize it or 
not. You can’t hate a group any more than you 
can hate a person. All men are our brothers. 
God made them all. He destined them all for 
salvation. He died to save them all. He loves 
them. You are destroying God’s love in your 
heart if you harbor intolerance there.

Dushkin, Kaplan Return to U. S. Regretted— 
Departure of Dr. Alexander Dushkin and Prof. 
Mordecai Kaplan, American Jewish educators, 
who served with institutions here, has brought 
forth expressions of regret. It is unfortunate 
that Palestine is unable permanently to retain 
prominent American Zionists, said the English- 
language weekly, Palestine Review, in comment- 
ing on their departure. 

The Review revealed that Dr. Dushkin, former 
director of Jewish education in Chicago, had 
been nominated for the post of director of 
Jewish education in Palestine, but owing to party 
considerations alone, had not been appointed. 
Now Dr. Dushkin has undertaken an important 
educational project in New York, it was stated. 

Regarding Prof. Kaplan, who headed the new 
Educational Department of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity while on leave from the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary of New York, the periodical 
stated: “He has a real message for the Yishub 
and it is to be hoped that he will return at an 
early date. It is very likely that if there were more 
American Jews in Palestine, more would come.”
